Palestine, Tex., July JO.—At least 
eighteen negroes were killed, numer­ 
ous others are reported to have been 
injured and several white men were 
probably injured in a racial clash be­ 
tween Elkhart and 
Slocum, 
fifteen 
miles south of here, Friday night and 
Saturday. It was first reported that 
four white men had been killed, but 
late Saturday night this report was 
denied. The arrival of troops is be­ 
lieved to have stopped the trouble 
and further bloodshed. 


*The deputy sheriff 
of 
Houston 
county is reported fatally wounded. 
In this afternoon's fight a dozen men 
were injured on both sides. Hund­ 
reds of heavily armed citizens hur­ 
ried to the scene of the. riots today 
from Crockett, Palestine and adjac­ 
ent towns, and are under the lead­ 
ership of Capt. Reese Fowler, who 
fought undnr Estrada in the Nicar­ 
agua revolution. There are 500 arm ­ 
ed whites in th** field, but th*" negroes 
out number them, and they are also 
heavily armed. 
A majority of 
the 
blacks are carrying guns, but many 
are armed with scythes and pitch­ 
forks. 
They are well gen* raled and 
seemed determined to hold out. in 
which case a bloody battle is inevit­ 
able, as til** whites have sworn to 
drive them out of Anderson county if 
th<*y do not lay down their arms, sur­ 
render and turn over their leadoff 
for arrest. 
The riots are a direct result of the 
killing of a negro farmer by James 
Alvord, a white farmer. Alvord at­ 


tempted to collect a debt, the negro 
refused to pay and the shooting fol­ 
lowed. 
One report tonight from ‘Elkhart 
says 50 negroes were killed, but it is 
unconfiremd. Palestine is under mar 
tial law tonight. All saloons are clos­ 
ed and hardware merchants are for­ 
bidden to sell arms or ammunition. 
Palestine citizens are still going to 
Elkhart. It is learned from Jackson 
Ville that 200 armed citizens will go 
from there tonight to aid the white 
men. Scores of whites are leaving 
the village and all the towns in this 
section, for Elkhart, and to all ap­ 
pearances tne call to arms has been 
sounded. 
Palestine is quiet tonight, but there 
is some 
uneasiness 
because 
many 
homes are unprotected, as the men 
are at Elkhart. There have been no 
disturbances, here, however, so far. 
Communications with tbe scene of the 
riots 
is 
extremely 
difficult, 
many 
wires having been cut. 
Three state rangers and the ‘Mar­ 
shall company
